Black Amerécans and white Americans are now experiencing a major 
erisis of uneaploynent and underemployment. The rates of uwnemploy- 
nent for Black workers in the 25 major centers of urban non-white 
population a year ago reached between 25 and 40 percent, and the 
unemployment of Black ghetto youth was in excess of 50 percent by 
the middie of the summer.

But how can we believe them when the 
rates remain so high? For an Administration that impounds close 

to 50 million dollars in funds Congress Antended to supply health 
and social services for the poor, Funds which would have generated 
Jobs; Benign neglect becomes first degree criminal negligence, 
For an Administration to veto badly needed day care services for 
working mothers, the neglect reveals the President's moral bank- 


ruptcy. 


In the year 1972 there are more Americans living under the poverty 
line than there were in the last year of the Johnson Administration. 


Today some 25 million Americans live below the established income 
level. mis represents an increase fo mere than 1.2 million men 


and women since early 1969. 


This extraordinary increase is a damning comment on what the Nixon 
Administration considers the real priorities of this country today. 
The existence of any poor in this nation is an unnecessary, needless 
and unacceptable event; but the decision to allow that number er 
poor to grow for the past four years is simply outrageous. 


But the past four years of Republican rule demonstrates a deliberate : 
well-planned retreat from a government,commitment to end poverty

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There is, in short, only one Nixon attitude toward the poor and t 
that is indifference and hostility. It grows out of the traditional. 
Republican philosophy that every individual should somehow Sake - *

forget that not every 4merican can go out and inherit money. It 
also grows out of the well-know conviction of Repblicans that 
the poor will never vote for their party, 80 the poor are owed 
nothing.

The OEO was the brightest, most far-reaching agency established 

by the Johnson Administration to end poverty in this country. Its 
impact on the sixties was extraordinary. It spawned the Job Corps, 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps, Operation Mainstream, the Community 
Action Progran, Head Start, and many smaller operations. 


Today Richard Nixon has managed, in threeand a half years, to bring 
the whole OEO thrust to an end. :

Services Program — by reorganizing it to make it subject to local 

political pressures. Terry Lenzner, OEO's Director of Legal Services 


. was fired by Nixon in that year for trying to resist that trend. 
Next, the extraordinarily successful Food Stamp Program suddenly came* 
Xx Mr. Nixon tried on three separate occasions to cut back the Food 


Stamp Program — in 1969, 1971, and mn in 1972. Only heavy pressure 
from a Democratic Congress in January, 1972 forced the Nézon Admin- 
istration to aroß new regulations which would have len inat ed 

350, 000 recipients this year. Now with election before him he 
suddenly announces ‘Project Find' to help the elderly obtain free 
food or food stamps. |

children. Thisyear he tried to drop without full success the

Finally, Mr. Nizon's economic policies have put 2 million more men 


and women out of work since he came into office; his programs have 
produced more inflation in any of the last three years than we had 
in 1968; he has lowered the value of the 1969 dollar to 85 cents 
today; and his wage-price guidelines have left the profits fo the 
big corporations uncontrolled but have restricted the rise in wages 
of the wurker worker. He is now trying to claim credit for a 

social security increase of 20% which he fought all the way through
